Upset residents 
should talk to their 
MLAs, Iveson says

Property owners will face a higher bill 
than what councillors pledged hist fall, 
but Mayor Don Iveson said residents 
who are upset about it should lake 
it up with their MIA. 

The city collects property taxes, 
both to pay for its own services and 
to Fund a portion of the school board's 
operations. 

Council set a budget with a 3A per 
cent increase in December, but that 
was before the province decided to 
raise the education property tax to 
S.7 per cent. 

That increase means the additional 
cost to property owners will actually 
be 4.9 per cent. 

Mayor Don Iveson said it's frus¬ 
trating the city has to be the bearer 
of bad news for tax hikes they had 


nothing to do w r ith. 

“It's really difficult for people to 
understand, so people get furious 
w r ith us, H he said. 

Iveson said he hopes that if people 
are concerned about their increase, 
they will take it up with their MIA. 

“This city council will take no re¬ 
sponsibility' whatsoever for the tax 
increases that f!ow r through from 
the provincial govern ment,“ he said. 

Council was also forced to put more 
money into the budget because of 
provincial grandts the NDP prom¬ 
ised last year but pulled back in last 
w r eek's budget. 

Council had allocated the funds 
to the city's neighbourhood renewal 
program and hoped to freeze the levy 
that supports that program, but Ive¬ 
son said with the grants gone that 
w r on'l be the case. 

“The assumptions that supported a 
two-year freeze on the levy probably 
no longer apply,” he said. 

Coun. Michael Oshry said he want¬ 
ed to support the renewal program 
but said council should find another 
way to fund it rather than taxpayers. 

“We can't keep adding and add¬ 
ing," he said.

It h s been one hundred years since 
women won the right to vote in 
Alberta, thanks to fighters like 
journalist and MLA Nellie Mc- 
Clung. Her pollticul legacy is the 
stuff of history books, but her 
family says her personal impact 
was also profound. 

Great granddaughter Caitlin 
McClung is a consultant in 'lo- 
nonto and former political aide 
who suvs with a big name tomes 
big responsibility. 


When did you realize your 
greatgrandmother was a big 
deal? 

In elementary when you start 
to learn about Canadian history, 
and there she was.... it really hit 
me that I inherited a name and 
a wonderful legacy.

Favourite story? 

Nellie was often criticized for 
taking on activities outside 
the home and being a work¬ 
ing woman, and 1 think some 
woman struggle with that today. 
At one point she was doing one 
of her mock parliaments, and 
my grandfather decided to speak 
up and say, Tm the son of a suf 1 
frngette and I've never known a 
mother's love.' 


We still joke about it; it was 
pretty poignant at the time. 

How did her work Influence 
your career? 

For me personally, the Nellie 
legacy is very much centered 
around social justice and public 
service. 1 tried to take a career 
path and a personal path where 
those two collide. Prior to becom¬ 
ing a consultant, L spent eight 


years in the provincial govern¬ 
ment, so ] still wave my liberal 
stripes, which 3 very much in¬ 
herited from Nellie. Now 1 work 
mostly on poverty files and social 
justice files. 

The Famous Five are some¬ 
times criticized for their sup¬ 
port of eugenics, Is that fair? 

1 think it's fair to bring it up and 
discuss it but I think context is 


important.... Sure, put an aster¬ 
isk next to Nellie's name, but a 
fellow- by the name of Tommy 
Douglas also held the same 
view’s, and J don't often hear him 
coming up in the same breath. 

Where do you think the 
women’s rights movement 
needs to go now? 

There w r as 100 years ago — and 
there is still — a divide in the 


women’s rights movement. 
There are divides especially along 
socioeconomic breakdowns, and 
in some ways w r e need to find 
commonality but at the same 
time we need to recognize those 
divisions ... and support the 
pieces that affect more margin¬ 
alized women too. 

Feminism is changing, but some 
of the issues haven’t changed 
at all. 


EVACUATION 

No lire 
ban for 
residents

While grass and brush fires force 
people from their homes outside 
of Edmonton, a fire ban is not 
imminent for the city. 

Deputy Fire Chief Russell 
Croome said Edmonton is see¬ 
ing 10-15 grass fires daily, which 
is fairly standard for spring, al¬ 
though dry grass coupled with 
warm weather and wind are rais¬ 
ing the risk. 

Croome urges people to be 
careful when burning backyard 
fires and Co not bum "yard waste" 
such as leaves and branches. 

,L The leaves are definitely 
prone to being picked up by the 
wind and floating into some dry 
grass," be said. 

To ensure fires are properly 
put out. Croome recommends 
pouring water into the fire pit 
before stirring the embers with 
a stick, then pouring water again 
and waiting 15-20 minutes, 

Croome said other major chal¬ 
lenges Edmonton Eire Rescue 
deals with this time of year are 
fi res s tarted by carelessly dis¬ 
carded cigarette butts as well 
as those caused by AlVs or off¬ 
road vehicles driving through 
dry grass. 

“That exhaust pipe can be a 
real culprit,” he SLiid. 

Several communities near Ed¬ 
monton were evacuated or put 
on evacuation notice Tuesday. 
Two firefighters w r ere in hospital 
after being hurt Monday while 
fighting a brush fire in Lamond 
County, northeast of the city.

Life has not been easy for 
Rachel Krampholz since she 
was in a car crash last De¬ 
cember, but a new Edmonton 
trauma clinic has nude her 
recovery more manageable. 

The 22-year-old from fort St. 
John, E.C., is being treated at 
the University of Alberta hospi¬ 
tal's outpatient trauma clinic, 
the only one in Canada that 
is led by nurse practitioners. 

All of Kmmpholz's care is 
facilitated by nurse Francene 
Fahev, who also looked after 
her when she spent 39 days in 
hospital with a broken neck, 


lacerated spleen and ruptured 
intestine, followed by a bout 
of pneumonia. 

“She was really welcoming 
in the hospital, and after the 
hospital I could phone her at 
any time and ask her ques¬ 
tions,” Krumpholz said. 

“It was nice that! could ask 
for anything and she took me 
seriously and answered my 
questions for me. And now 
here she will arrange my meet¬ 
ings with the different doc¬ 
tors. 1 ’ 

Krumpholz has to fly in to 
Edmonton for her visits to the

clinic — which serves patients 
from northern B.C., Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and the territor¬ 
ies. — and is able to get every¬ 
thing done in one day, with 
the same nurse overseeing her 
continuous improvement. 

“Where we're from, we 
have to go get an X-ray done 
and we don't gel it back till a 
week later, then we have to go 
see a doctor and all that,” she 
said. '‘'Here, it's done in literally 
hours, so it’s really nice.” 

The hospital's trauma med¬ 
ical director. Dr. Sandy Widder, 
said the clinic provides multi¬ 
disciplinary ongoing care for 
patients with specific injuries 
and issues that need to be dealt 
with by specialists — including 
mental health and addictions 
issues and PTSD. 

Many patients don't have 
family physicians to provide 
that ongoing care. 

“It's one-stop shopping, 
where we have access to all the 
specialists in this outpatient 
setting,” Widder said.

No apology needed for PC 
chief to return to legislature 


Alberta liiogressive Conserva¬ 
tive Leader Kic Mciver returned 
to the legislature Tuesday with¬ 
out having to apologize for the 
insubordination that got him 
kicked out in the first pkice. 

“Yesterday was a day 1 hope 
not to repeat any time soon” 
Mciver told Speaker Bob Wan¬ 
ner prior to question period. 

On Monday, Mciver was es¬ 
corted out of the house by the 
sergeant-at-arms when Mciver 
refused to sit down after ac¬ 
cusing Wanner of prejudging 
a decision against him. 

Normally a politician has to 


apologize to the Speaker to be 
allowed back in, but this time 
Wanner invited Mciver to re¬ 
turn without it. 

It began late Monday after¬ 
noon when Mciver moved a 
private member's motion — 
an effectively symbolic gesture 
—affirming the principle that 
parents have a say in where and 
how their children are educated. 

The NDP caucus decided to 
introduce an amendment say¬ 
ing that choice should be for 
instances where alternatives 
are not available in the public 
system. 


The two sides then argued 
over whether the motion should 
be allowed before Wanner read 
out his decision in favour of 
the NDP. 

However, the reasons for 
Warmer's decision had already 
been printed almost word for 
word on a piece of paper before 
the debate had even begun. 

That piece of paper was ac¬ 
cidentally given to Mciver. Fie 
then took to his feet to accuse 
Warmer of prejudging the de¬ 
bate in favour of the NDP cau¬ 
cus, of which Wanner is a mem¬ 
ber.

No increase 
for severely 
disabled

Despite increases for several 
social programs in List week's 
provincial budget, the Assured 
Income for the Severely Handi¬ 
capped benefit (AJSH) remained 
flat, concerning some advocates. 

The last major increase to 
AISH was in 2012. when it was 
increased $400 to Sl,5SS per 
month. 

But some say that as the cost 
of living rises, that's not enough. 

“It's already limited to begin 
with, so we get increasing risk 
and vulnerability the longer the 
government waits to increase 
AISH T said Bruce Uditsky, CEO 
of Inclusion .Alberta “Costs go up 
and your income won't 41 

To that end, he says advocates 
have long asked that AlSH be tied 
to the cost of living. 

“We've asked that in every 
single review of AISH... but they 
continue to leave people in this 
position, where it looks wonder¬ 
ful in the years you increase it 
but eveLy year after your income 
essentially declines." 

AISH provides assistance to 
adults with a permanent dis¬ 
ability" that limits their abil ity to 
earn a living, which as of Janu¬ 
ary included almost 20,£K>S Ed¬ 
montonians. 

Aaron Man ton, a spokesperson 
for Human Services Minister Ir¬ 
fan Sabir, says given the economy 
the province is not currently in a 
position to increase /AJSH. 

"We believe that Eill Albertans 
should be able to live in a stable 
home and be able to put ftxid nn 
the table.”

AlbertEii Health Minister Sarah 
Hoffman plans to follow up with 
the province's health author- 
icy ELfter Freedom of I nforma¬ 
tion documents show .Alberta 
Health Services spent more than 
$65 million on sick leave for 
members of the United Nurses 
of Alberta. 

Obtained by the /Alberta Lib¬ 
eral Tarty, the documents show 
long-term disability payouts for 
unionized Alberta nurses was 
S23,395.441 in 2015, a 130 per 
cent spike From $10,182,069 
in 2012. 

.■Alberta Liberal Leader David 
Swann slammed AHS for its 
work culture. 

AHS said its employee sick 
hour rate has been at or lower 
than the average among west¬ 
ern provinces, adding it's begun 
two programs that reduce un¬ 
scheduled short-term absences 
and other limitations so staff 
stay at work. Since the program 
launched, .AHS said unscheduled 
absenteeism tuis decreased by 2.3 
percent, or over 150.WO hours. 

It said sick time expenses re¬ 
main stable, though the increase 
in costs is related to higher hour¬ 
ly rates of union stEifF and the 
increased number of staff 

The data also shows the 
number one cause of long-term 
disability was mental illness, 
causing Swann to believe the in¬ 
creased sick time is due to work 
culture rather than employees 
taking advantage of the system.

Scope of issue 
only beginning 
to be realized, 
Trudeau warns 

Canada has yet to feel the full 
effects of mental-health issues 
gripping people across the 
country. Prime Minister jus- 
tin lirudeau said Tuesday as he 
pledged support to lower levels 
of government in combating 
the problem. 

"Whether we're talking about 
its impact on young people, its 
impact on workplaces around 
the country, whether its impact 
on servicemen and women, we 
are only beginning to realize the 
scale, the scope of the problem." 
Trudeau said as he met mem¬ 
bers of the Canadian Teachers 
federation. 

The prime minister said his 
government would work with 
the provinces and territories to 


build the ranks of the counsel¬ 
lors, psychiatrists and psych¬ 
ologists who work with people 
facing mental-health struggles. 

J, 1 wouldn't be my mother's 
son if 1 wasn't a strong advocate 
for mental-health and de-stig¬ 
matization of mental health,” 
T rudeau said as he marked his 
six-month anniversary' since 
being elected to power. 

His mother. Margaret, under¬ 
went decades of treatment for 
bipolar disorder, recounting her 
persona] struggles in her book. 
Changing My Mind. 

The prime minister acknow¬ 
ledged there is no easy solution 
to mental-health problems, par¬ 
ticularly in indigenous com¬ 
munities. 

But he suggested the recent 
spate of suicides and attempted! 
suicides by first Nations young 


people is linked to what he de¬ 
scribed as generational neglect 
of indigenous issues by succes¬ 
sive past governments. 

“We know the challenges are 
massive," Trudeau said about 
correcting the disconnect be¬ 
tween federal governments and 
first Nations. But there are solu¬ 
tions out there, he said. 

"In indigenous communities 
where there has been the sup¬ 
port and an ability to do lan¬ 
guage and cultural teaching to 
an extremely high level, suicide 
rates have plummeted," said 
Trudeau. 

Indigenous Affairs Minister 
Carolyn Bennett on Monday 
visited Attawapiskat, the remote 
northern Ontario community 
that declared a state of emer¬ 
gency hist week over a youth 
suicide cri sis, thecanadiah fa ess

Canadians spend an average 
of£l66 a month cm gifts, ex¬ 
cluding Christmas and other 
holidays, according to the re¬ 
sults of a survey conducted 
by a popular online shop¬ 
ping site. 

“T was surprised by how 
much Canadians are spend¬ 
ing,’ 1 said Sari Friedman, dir¬ 
ector of marketing for Ebates. 
ca. “Once you start adding 
that up. you're talking about 
a big chunk of change for 
the year." 

In all, 82 per cent of survey 
respondents reported buy¬ 
ing an average of two gifts 
a month. 

After Christmas, spend¬ 
ing on gifts by Canadians be¬ 
gins ramping up again about 
three weeks before Mother’s 
Hay, said Friedman. The in¬ 
creased spending continues 
throughout the summer in 
part because more people 
are married in the summer, 
creating a greater number 
of gifting occasions, includ¬ 
ing wedding showers and 
anniversaries. 

To stay on track financially, 
Friedman recommends mak¬ 
ing a list of upcoming gift 
occasions and budgeting and 
shopping in advance where 
possible, to take advantage 


of sales. 

She also recommends 
interacting w r ith brands 
on social media, like face- 
book, to keep t rack of special 
offers. 

“It's really about shopping 
smart for gifts, and really be¬ 
ing prepared," said Friedman. 

More than a third of survey 
respondents — Bfi per cent 
— said they give better gifts 
than they get. Re-gifting is 
common, with 20 per cent 
admitting to re-gifting birth¬ 
day gifts and 14 per cent re- 
gifting hostess gifts. 

Re-gifting is lowest when 
it comes to Father's Day and 
Mother’s Day gifts. 

Respondents said they pre¬ 
fer cash over other gifts at a 
w r edding. and said they tend 
to spend the most on birth¬ 
day and anniversary gifts 
for their partner, Friedman 
said. 

“They're also cited as be¬ 
ing the hardest gifts to shop 
for. I think that's because 
there is so much emotion 
behind it. You care about get¬ 
ting them a really great gift 
that they are going to love. 
Sometimes it takes longer to 
find the perfect thing.” said 
Friedman.

Kids, disabled 
and homeless 
forcibly detained 
in ’70s and ’80s 

Three decade* ago, a policeman 
tortured Choi Seung-woo over a 
piece of bread he found in the 
boy’s schoolbag. 

After being stripped and hav¬ 
ing a cigarette lighter repeat¬ 
edly sparked near his genitals, 
the 14-year-old falsely confessed 
Id stealing the bread. Two men 
with clubs came and dragged 
him off to the Brothers Home, a 
mountainside institution where 
some of the worst human-rights 


atrocities in modem South Ko¬ 
rean history took place. 

Even now, Choi weeps as he 
speaks of what happened there. 

A guard in Choi's dormitory’ 
raped him that night in 19E2, 
and the next, and the next. So 
began five hellish years of slave 
labour and near-daily assaults. 

Choi was one of thousands 
— the homeless, the drunk, 
the unlucky, but mostly chil¬ 
dren and the disabled — who 
were forced into facilities for 
so-called vagrants in the 1970s 
and ’SOs. The roundup came as 
the ruling dictators prepared 
to bid for and host the 19S8 
Seoul Olympics, which they 
saw as international valida¬ 
tion of South Korea's arrival 
as a modern country’. So they 


ordered police and local of¬ 
ficials to “purify” the streets. 

Today, nobody has been held 
accountable for the hundreds 


of deaths, rapes and beatings 
on the grounds of Brothers, 
the largest of dozens of facili¬ 
ties For those considered un¬ 


desirable. according to an As¬ 
sociated Press investigation. 
The AP found that abuse at 
Brothers, previously almost 
unknown, was much more vi¬ 
cious and widespread than had 
been realized. 

Secrecy around Brothers per¬ 
sists because of a coverup at 
the highest levels. Two early 
attempts to investigate were 
suppressed by senior officials 
who went on to thrive in high- 
profile jobs 1 ; one remains a sen¬ 
ior adviser to the current ruling 
party. 'Hie few former inmates 
speaking out want a new in¬ 
vestigation. The government 
is blocking an opposition law¬ 
maker's push to revisit the case, 
contending that the evidence 
is too old. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

HIDDEN IN PLAIN SIGHT 

Canadian chapters of Black Lives Matter have, through recent protest actions, achieved substantive 
victories, but have so far failed to attract the kind of broad mainstream media attention given to the 
U.S. movement, in cities like Ferguson and Baltimore. Are we unwilling to face homegrown racism? 



In la.te March, before spring 
bad sprung, Black Lives Mat¬ 
ter protesters camped for two 
weeks in icy. wet weather 
outside Toronto Police Head¬ 
quarters. 

Mot that you likely heard 
much about it. If you live 
outside Toronto, you prob¬ 
ably had no clue. Toronto¬ 
nians might have heard some 
details, but coverage wasn't 
exactly overwhelming. Jt cer¬ 
tainly wasn't national news. 

Which is odd. Dozens of 
black-rights protesters occu¬ 
pied 24/7 the entrance to the 
largest municipal police force 
in this country — in sub-zero 
weather They held speeches 
and cookouts and pressed 
forward a manifesto and de¬ 
mands, They were spurred by 
the police shooting of a black 
man, Andrew- Loku, who was 
unarmed save for a hammer 
and whose death was investi¬ 
gated in relative secrecy. 

It sounds a lot like the 
ingredients of a Black Lives 
Matters protest in the U.S.. 
and maybe if it was, you 
might have heard about it. 

Especially, you would 
think, after Toronto protest¬ 
ers got results: There will 
be a coroner's inquest into 
Loku's death; Toronto City 
Hall has unanimously sup¬ 
ported a provincial review 
of the Special Investigations 
Unit, which investigates 
IX)lice misconduct: Premier 
Kathleen Wynne and her 
cabinet have agreed to work 
with protestors to "imple¬ 
ment meaningful changed 
Rut I asked friends across 
the country, and almost none 

— not even those who work 
in media — knew about the 
movement. In the age of 
Black Lives Matter in the U.S., 
arguably one of the defining 

Canadians appear

Rut 1 also think Canadians 
appear to care more about 
anti-black racism in the U.S.

It’s a phenomenon An 

thony Morgan, a civiE rights 
lawyer in Toronto, has 
dubbed "Canadian racial ex¬ 
ceptional ism." In a column 
written last summer, he 
described how we consider 
ourselves both too polite and 
nice to be racist, and too po¬ 
lite and nice to talk about it. 
Thar means, when someone 
protests anti black racism. 
The common reaction is con¬ 
fusion. or irritation, or per¬ 
haps a shrug. 

"We in Canada grow com¬ 
fortable by scapegoating the 
United States and their nar¬ 
rative. and saying, ‘Well, at 
least it’s not as had,” Morgan 
told me. Having avoided the 
depth and scope of American 


Jim Crow, we imagine our¬ 
selves innocent. 

Canadians consider this a 
post-racial country, agreed 
Rodney Diverlus,, a co-found¬ 
er of Rlark E.ives MatterT0- 
"What that means is we’ve 
missed out on the opportun¬ 
ity to have national conversa¬ 
tions about anti black racism 
while it’s still happening 
here,” he said. 

Of course, some people 
outside Toronto did hear 
about the protest, and they 
set up solidarity movements 
in Ottawa. Montreal and 
Vancouver. One of the seven 
young women organ tiers, in 
Vancouver, Holly Rishti, said 
that if you want to know 
about racism in this country, 
just ask someone of colour: 
you"]I hear that H it's not post 
racial at all,” 

"I’ve experienced so many 
things growing up here that 
I didn't even realize were 
so harmful until I got old 
enough to be like, 'Oh my 
goodness. Let me examine 
these,' and it was a lot of 
anti-blackness.." she said. 


Some specifics, should you 
need them: Black Canadians 
were the fastest growing 
population of federal inmates 
in a 2016 report, despite be¬ 
ing only about three per cent 
of the population, They’re 
three times more likely to be 
carded by police than whites 
in Toronto and are overrepre¬ 
sented among kids in care. 
Last month, the United Na¬ 
tions criticized Canada’s rec¬ 
ord on child welfare, health, 
education and unemploy¬ 
ment when it comes to its 
black citizens. 

Meanwhile, a Forum Re¬ 
search poll of Torontonians, 
released last week, found 
only half of Torontonians 
agreed there is systemic ra¬ 
cism in the city. 

It took about a week for 
Toronto’s mainstream media 
coverage of tire protest to 
really pick up. Reporters 
were keen to cover a police 
clash with protesters, a con¬ 
tentious tweet from an or¬ 
ganizer, and the movement's 
protest outside the house of 
Ontario Premier Kathleen 


Wynne, Diverlus, who was 
tasked with media relations, 
said interest was largely 
confined to stories about 
tension between the protest 
and other groups, with the 
systemic-racism angle getting 
short shrift, Some stories, for 
example, didn’t mention 
Andrew Loku’s name at all. 

For someone writing about 
this, right now, you'd think 
I would have known better, 
You’d think I would have at 
least gone to the protest. Or 
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written about it sooner,! did 
not. 

Tm not an example of 
what should be done, but 
1 am a curious participant. 

1 finally sensed, by the end 
of the second week of the 
protest, that l had missed 
something fairly big, and 
fairly obvious. Morgan calls 
this the tieed for reconcilia¬ 
tion, between the Canada we 
think we are, and the Canada 
we really are, Which is to say: 
One that needs to wake up.

Celebrate 
spring’s arrival 
withfiddleheads 

To Clea n and Prep 
Fiddleheads: 

1. Immense fiddlehead ferns 
in a bowl of tool water and 
me your fingers to rub off the 
brown papery stales that cover 
the toils. 

2. Gently unfurl the fern, if 
needed, to remove any stales 
stuck between the coils. Rinse 
the ferns under told water in a 
colander and drain them. 

3 . Immerse the fiddlehends 
again in a bowl of tool water 
if needed, agitating them to 
release any remaining film.

The Hyundai Veloster debuted 
back in 20 Tl. So five years of me 
looking and pondering its unique 
exterior style and shape, which 
marries sport coupe and hatch¬ 
back themes, and I still can’t 
decide whether 1 like it or not. 

Some day's it seems fresh and 
menacing. Other days it seems 
too thick and chunky, especially 
in profile. 

But for20IS, Hyundai sought 
fit to introduce a new Rally Edi¬ 
tion. featuring a stunning blue 
matte paint job, trick wheels, 
(faux) carbon fibre detailing 
around the grille, and a slightly 
lower stance (with commensur¬ 
ate suspension tuning), and it 
tipped the scales for me. I am 
now fully 51 per cent in favour of 
Veinster's distinctive appearance. 

It seems like the Rally Edition 
was created to give people an¬ 
other way to access the two main 
drawing cards of the Velostef s 
charismatic turbo model — the 
201-horsepower turbo motor 
and the aggressive grounds-ef- 
fect package looks.

Aston Martin takes it to the extreme 


British luxury sportscar mak¬ 
er Aston Martin has taken the 
wraps off the Vantage GTS, 
a limited-edition version of 
its standard Vantage that the 
company claims is as close to 
a road-going racing car as the 
law allows. 

Just 150 examples are be¬ 
ing built, and the first deliv¬ 
eries won't stall until the end 
of the year. But those with 
the money and the patience 
will get a GTcar infused with 
a host of features and sys¬ 
tems developed through As¬ 
ton Martin's endurance ra¬ 
cing programme. 


The Vantage GTS is 100 
kilograms lighter and its 
4.7-litre naturally aspirated 
VS has been tuned to deliver 
440bhp and that power can 
be sent to the rear w r heels via 
a proper manual gearbox, if 
the owner so desires. Other¬ 
wise. there's a paddle-shift 
automatic transmission in 
the options list. 

Director of Special Projects 
and Motors port, David King 
said: “We long held the desire 
to create a road car that truly 
reflects our racing acti vity at 
Le Mans. With the Vantage 
GTE, we've finally been able 


to achieve that." 

Though based on the stan¬ 
dard two-seat GT car, no one 
will be in any doubt that the 
GTS is something special. 
Festooned with carbon fiber 
aerodynamic aids, it has an 
extended front splitter. Fixed 
rear wring and protruding 
sills finished in a choice of 
luminous contrasting colours. 

But that's just the start, 
depending on how often a 
potential owner intends to 
take the car to the track. 
Glass interior switches can 
be swapped for plastic, the 
roof can be specified in car¬ 


bon fiber and the side and 
rear windows swapped for 
polycarbonate to save even 
more weight and therefore 
unleash even more perform¬ 
ance. 

"Road cars are our busi¬ 
ness, but racing ls the beat¬ 
ing heart of Aston Martin," 
said company CEO Dr Andy 
Palmer. 

“Beautifully engineered 
and set-up to be equally at 
home on a fabulous road or 
a demanding race track, the 
Vantage GTS is a driver's car 
in the truest sense of the 
word." afp

DRIVING SAFETY 

Howto navigate 
pothole season 
this spring

Spring is finally here. Vet 
for drivers in Canada, the 
warmer weather tomes with 
a downside: those pesky pot¬ 
holes. They're all over oar 
biggest and most travelled 
roads, and they number in the 
thousands in the city every 
year. While municipalities 
do their best to fill potholes 
before they become a hazard, 
it tan be difficult to keep up 
this time of year. 

It starts with a crack 

Why do we have potholes in 
the first place? ".All roads have 
tracks." says Randy Loyk, 
technical services manager 
for the Alberta Motor Associa¬ 
tion. “During the day, w r hen 
the sun is out and temper¬ 
atures rise higher, snow melts 
and water seeps into those 
cracks. At night, when the 
water freezes and expands, 
the asphalt lifts. And w r hen 
cars drive over the road, the 
asphalt breaks up. The cycle 
continues and small holesgei 
larger and larger." According 
to Loyk, once a hole gets to 
be around an inch deep, it 
poses a problem for vehicles. 

Our tires take the initial 


impact, but they aren't the 
only thing that can be dam¬ 
aged by potholes. “Rims can 
be bent, broken or damaged, 
you can end up with align¬ 
ment issues, front end or 
frame damage," says Loyk. 
“Over time, you can also end 
up with damage to the sus¬ 
pension or the shocks." 

Watch cloudy 

No surprise. Loyk says the 
best thing you can do as a 
driver is to avoid potholes. 
“Make sure your headlights 
are clean and watch the road 
closely, day and night. An 
especially deep pothole will 
generally have water in it, so 
approach them slowly.” 

Loyk says not to make any 
quick moves or swerves in 
traffic, which could cause a 
collision. Just slow down or 
carefully try to steer out of 
the way. 

“You might just graze the 
side of the pothole, which 
may be less damaging. It's a 


sudden drop and lift of the 
tire and rim that can poten¬ 
tial ly cause more harm” 

Another way to avoid pot¬ 
hole damage is to ensure you 
maintain proper air pressure 
in your tires. 

“A tire that's underinflated 
will have a tendency to cause 
more damage to your vehicle. 
IF tires are properly inflated, 
it will take some of the com¬ 
pression load," he says. 

How to spot damage 

What if you do hit a pothole? 
“Pay attention to how your 
car is driving to determine 
if there’s any damage,” Loyk 
says. “If the tires seem okay, 
check the steering. If the car 
starts pulling to the left or 
right, this could be the align¬ 
ment." 

Look at the tires for bulges, 
bruises or tears in the side- 
walls and look at the rims for 
dents. If you suspect anything 
is wrong with the vehicle, 
take it to a licensed mechanic. 


Q HOW TO REPORT A POTHOLE

CAR REPAIRS 

Should you file a claim 
for pothole damage? 


Often, damage from a pot¬ 
hole won't be substantial or 
expensive enough to warrant 
a claim. 

“Your deductible may be 
more than the cost of the 
repair,” says Randy Loyk, 
technical services manager 
for the Alberta Motor Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Here are the steps you 
should take if you have pot¬ 
hole damage: 


l,If you can prove damage 
to your car from the pothole 
[take pictures of the pothole 
and your car'L start by seeing 
if the city will cover the cost 
of the repair. Contact the city 
to see where you can obtain 
and submit a damage claim 
for hitting a pothole. 

2.if you need to approach 
youT insurance carrier, re¬ 
member that for something 


small like a tire replacement, 
rim repair or realignment, 
your deductible may be more 
than the repair. Filing a claim 
could affect your insurance 
rates, so consider paying for 
these repairs out of pocket. 

3-For substantial car damage 
that the city won’t cover all 
or part of. talk to your insur¬ 
ance carrier.
